Cong's rocket and mortar at- 
tacks dropped off sharply today, 
but American officers said it 
might be only a pause in the 
enemy's 18-day-old spring of- 
fensive. 
U. S. sources pointed out that 
the Communist command still 
has thousands of troops it has 
not committed to the offensive 
yet. They said a new wave of at- 
tacks could come any day and 
that the rest of this week is a 
critical period. 


Allied spokesmen reported 20 
rocket and mortar attacks on al- 
lied bases and towns during the 
night compared to about 60 the 
night before. U. S. headquarters 
said casualties were light. 
Five more ground fights Tues- 
day were reported, resulting in 
the deaths of 126 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese and 10 Amer- 
icans. 
U. S. headquarters reported 
76 men of the enemy were kill- 
ed in an abortive ambush of a 5 0 - 
truck convoy 43 miles northwest 


of Saigon. Spokesmen said the 
only American casualties were 
eight men wounded, and one 
truck loaded with beer was 
slightly damaged. 
The North Vietnamese battal- 
lion, about 400 troops, appar- 
ently tried to spring the trap 
too soon or too late. 


"We were laying for them," 


said a spokesman for the U. S.

Pending state legislation and 
procedures for implementing 
recent new state rulings, were 
the topics when county clerks 
from all over northern C ali­ 
fornia gathered in Red Bluff for 
their semi-annual meeting. 
One of the things discussed 
was procedure on unsecured 
property tax judgments issued 
within the respective counties. 
Under anew law county clerks 
can issue judgments against 
delinquent taxpayers upon re ­ 
ceipt of a certificate of claim 


from the county tax collector. 
When the judgment Is made 
the tax collector records a lien 
against the 
taxpayer, which 
would apply to any real pro­ 
perty purchased in the future 
by that person. 
Also discussed by the clerks 
were two pending laws to low­ 
e r the voting age. One would 
have the age at 18, and the 
other at 19. 
In another elections m atter 
the clerks proposed that regis­ 
tration of voters could be held 


up to 15 days before an elec­ 
tion. As it is now registrations 
stop 54 days before an election. 
In making their proposal, the 
clerks ask that, if 15 days be­ 
comes the ruling, those voters 
registering after the 54 day 
deadline will not be sent a sam ­ 
ple ballots and would not be 
on the regular roster of voters 
at their precincts. 
Instead special notification of 
the voter’s qualification would 
be sent to precinct workers 
at the time of balloting.

had not been reached on all 
dates. The one point on which 
both faculty associations agreed 
was to have a full two weeks 
for Christm as vacation, which 
meant that the two school days 
originally scheduled for Mon­ 
day and Tuesday of the first 
vacation week would have to be 
made up elsewhere. As adopted 
by the elem entary board last 
week, the calendar “ subject to 
revision” 
placed 
the school 
opening on Sept. 10, included a 
two week vacation, and made up 
fo r the two days by having school 
close on June 12, two days later 
than originally planned. 
John Bur iff, speaking for the 
high school faculty, said it would 
prefer making up the two days 
at the beginning of the school 
year, Sept. 4 and 5. The second 
choice was adding the days in 
June. Since this seemed to be 
the more feasible date, the June 
12 closing was adopted. 
A supplement to the Student 
D ress Policy, as proposed by 
the Student Council, was sub­ 


mitted to the board and approv­ 
ed. In regard to skirt lengths, 
the Student Council came up with 
the following: “ Skirt and dress 
length should be of a reasonable 
length—no more than five or six 
inches from the middle of the 
knee to the bottom of the hem, 
depending upon the height of 
the individual.

Complete curtailment of the 
“ mental hospital business” in 
Tehama County is being recom ­ 
mended to the board of super­ 
visors by Dr. Kenneth L. Cole, 
psychiatrist and 
director of 
the county mental health s e r ­ 
vices. 
The mental patient holding fac­ 
ility here consists of four sing­ 
le-bed rooms in a wing of T e­ 
hama General Hospital and of a 
locked security cell. Operation 
of the unit, Dr. Cole m aintains, 
“ costs more than its worth.** 
“ W ith this small a mental ward 
you can’t possibly give good 
service,” he said, “ and it’s 
going to cost you through the 
nose.” 
Dr. Cole urged the supervis­ 
ors to consider a contract sltua - 
tlon with Mendocino State Hos­ 
pital for all patients who must 
remain confined inore than the 
preliminary 72-hour screening 
period. 
As for a state ruling which 
goes into effect in July, w here­ 
by mental care services will 
be provided on the local level 
as much as possible and new 
patients may be held 14 days. 
Dr. Cole said “ I don’t think 
you (the county) have to hold 
the patient 14 days here. You 
have to provide a holding unit. 
You don’t have to have it here.” 
He urged the board to concen­ 
trate on out-patient services, 
“ something we have, and I think 
we’re doing a pretty good job 
at it.” 
“ If you do have it (in-patient 
service) then you have to use it 
whether it is fit or not,” he 
said. 
“ And 
if 
you go into 
in-patient service then you need 
all the trim m ings that go with 
it. This r-m dres 
£ize we 
cannot possibly prou,a.e. ’ 
One of the “ trim m ings” r e ­ 
quired is an acute care hospi­ 
tal “ nearby.” 
Dr. Cole’s appearance before 
the board came at a time when 
the supervisors had two other 
mental care service matters to 
consider.

Now we have no way of knowing whether Anderson is correct 


in inferring that the intensified fighting is actually a result of 
any deliberate action on the part of the United States comman- 
der, and not a carefully prepared plan to catch the Americans 
and South Vietnamese forces off balance after a pretended truce. 
But if either side did start it for the express purpose of moving 
into a position to negotiate from strength, whichever side it is 
doesn't appear to have much chance of success. 


Neither side is going to permit the other to get ino a clearly 


stronger position than it is if it can prevent it. And whatever 
you may call it, that's just more war. Maybe that's what it will 
have to be. But it's not honest to give the impression that it is 
just a smart maneuver. It will take tough, bloody, costly fighting 
to do the trick. It's just another way of saying that we are going 
to lick the enemy first and then talk peace.

fighting is escalating and cas- 
ualties are mounting in Viet- 
nam. 
Dr. Henry Kissinger, Nixon's 
national security advisor, is de- 
scribed as brilliant by Demo- 
cratic holdovers from the John- 
son administration. They have 
nothing but praise for him .How- 
ever he seems to 'be bogged 
down in paper work. 
Incidentally it was a little 
group of experts in the Johnson 
administration who helped write 
Kissinger's article in the maga- 
zine "Foreign Affairs "last fall 
in which he went on record in 
favor of a compromised peace 
in Vietnam.

were old friends, and despite 
some friction, Clifford con- 
vinced Johnson that bombing 
should be stopped.

Health Food Faddists

SOME homes seem to re- 


volve around fixed ideas about 
health and nutrition. I have 
known patients who can quote 
verbatim e v e r y 
statement 


made about the value of goat's 
milk over cow's milk and can 
point out that triple-distilled 
wheat germ is the only way to 


prevent c a n- 
cer. There is 
n o argument 
that can reach 
them, and the 
best a doctor 
can do is to 
let them go on 
their diet-hap- 
py ways \vith- 
o u t 
wasting 


energy in com- 
petitive scien- 
tific d i s c u s - 


sion. 


Fixed ideas and myths are 


so deeply ingrained in the par- 
ents (and later in their child- 
ren) that argument us useless. 
In many instances, the health 
foods they eat are actually 
nourishing and do more good 
than harm. 


What, then, is the danger to 


the health of food faddists? 
The hazard lies in the false 
belief that these foods are sub- 
stitutes for good medical at- 
tention. Certainly the expen- 
sive vitamins, from A to Z. 
rarely can do any harm even 
when taken in great concen- 
tration. It is only when some 
magical or mystical power is 
given to them that the be- 
lievers avoid seeking the med- 
ical direction they may need. 


The essence of good health 


is to respect it. When, how- 
ever, health and the fear of 
illness become the center of 
family l i f e , hypochondriacs, 
rather than emotionally stable 
people result.• • • 


Hypnosis is now accepted as 


a remarkable method of treat- 
ment in carefully chosen cases 
of emotional disturbance. The 
American Medical Association 
has definitively stated that 
hypnosis plays a significant 


role in the total practice of 
medicine. There is universal 
agreement in all professional 
circles that this safe and im- 
portant method for diagnosis 
and treatment must not be 
used as a game. There is dan- 
ger in the promiscuous use of 
such a valuable medical tool 
by those who are untrained in 
its possible dangers. 


Many patients who are un- 


able to stop smoking or to lose 
weight have fallen into the 
trap of seeking the help of 
non-rnedical hypnotists for a 
short cut—or an easy way out 
of their dilemma. There are 
dangers inherent in this that 
are far greater than the dan- 
gers of tobacco, and these are 
admittedly great. 


Hypnosis 
should only be 


practiced by doctors, psycholo- 
gists and dentists who are spe- 
cially trained in the art and 
science of hypnosis. Only they 
should ever attempt the pos- 
sibility of breaking the ciga- 
rette habit on the clutch of 
compulsive eating. There are 
too many pathetic case his- 
tories of physical and emo- 
tional disturbances that have 
followed the misuse of hypno- 
sis.

Columnist Jack Anderson today calls attention to t*ie current 
upsurge in fighting in Vietnam, and declares that It is a result of 
Gen. Creighton A bram s’ move to put the United States into a posi­ 
tion to “ negotiate from strength,” and the Viet Cong’s determ in­ 
ation to be in a position to negotiate from strength also. 


Now we have no way of knowing whether Anderson is correct 
in inferring that the intensified fighting is actually a result of 
any deliberate action on the part of the United States comman­ 
der, and not a carefully prepared plan to catch the Americans 
and South Vietnamese forces off balance alter a pretended truce. 
But If either side did start it for the express purpose of moving 
into a position to negotiate from strength, whichever side it is 
doesn't appear to have much chance of success. 


Neither side is going to permit the other to get ino a clearly 
stronger position than it is if it can prevent it. And whatever 
you may call it, that’s just more war. Maybe that’s what it will 
have to be. But it’s not honest to give the impression that It is 
just a sm art maneuver.

Okinawa 


NAHA, Okinawa (AP) —Three 
F a r Eastern nations are ques­ 
tioning the wisdom of proposals 
that the United States turn back 
to Japan the control of Okinawa 
and the other Ryukyu Islands. 
The doubters are South Ko­ 
re a , Nationalist China and Thai­ 
land. 
Nationalist China and Thai­ 
land signatories of the Japanese 
peacu treaty, which originally 
empowered the United States to 
adm inister the Ryukyus. They 
question the legality of giving 
Okinawa back to Japan as a 
private arrangem ent between 
the Japanese and the Am eri­ 
cans, since the governments of 
$0 nations participated in ap­ 
proving the peace treaty. 
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Dear Editor: 
We have read the “ letters 
to the Editor'* column for many 
years and have much interest in 
our county development in gen» 
eral. We are particularly inter­ 
ested in an equitable and work» 
able settlement of the El Camino 
Irrigation indebtedne^ so we 
are writing to you to express 
our thoughts and opinions. 
We have lived in Tehama 
County for 18 years and have 
heard many prom ises made and 
have seen several Supervisors' 
Boards in action. A short time 
ago we exercised our respon» 
sibility and privilege of voting 
and due course sent many new 
faces to Washington, Sacramen» 
to, and Red Bluff. These new 
men were to change the shape 
of things as this is what the 
majority wanted. If they had 
not wanted a change they would 
have returned the same old 
policy makers to office. 
Because 
of the 
foregoing 
statement and the action which 
they took I would like to make 
this an open letter to the Super­ 
visors! A vacancy occurred on 
the Board of Directors of the 
El Camino Irrigation D istrict, 
by default, and the responsibil­ 
ity of appointing a new director 
fell to the Board of Supervisors 
by operation of law. What hap­ 
pened? The ball was lateraled 
to Mr. S. O. Patterson (new- 
super visor), 
he fumbled and 
M r. Byrne (new supervisor) 
kicked it out of bounds. The 
Board of Directors of the El 
Caminos 
Irrigation 
D istrict 
were to suggest a name for the 
vacancy, which they did, that of 
Mr. Jam es Farmer. This action 
was taken at a regular, open 
meeting of the Board. There 
was no opposition voiced by any 
of the Directors nor by any in 
attendance at that n eeting. Yet, 
some of those attending that 
meeting went to the Supervis­ 
o r's meeting and there object­ 
ed to Mr. Farm er’s appoint­ 
ment. This is something that 
s h o u l d 
have been hashed 
out before going to the Board 
of Supervisors and this is what 
the Board told our directors. 
Go home, wash your laundry and 
come back later. So, after a 
special meeting and ;n order to 
pacify a few in the district, 
the Board of Directors sub­ 
mitted two names to the Board 
of Supervisors, those of Mr. 
Jim Farm er and Mr. Bill Wil­ 
banks. 
Mr. S. O. Patterson, who 
lives in the Gerber area and is 
supposed to be knowledgeable 
of the needs of the area (elec­ 
tion statement), suggested the 
Board appoint Mr. Wilbanks. 
Mr. Byrne and Mr. PickeU 
jumped on the band wagon and 
voted for the motion that Mr. 
Patterson had made. M r. Pat­ 
terson gave as his reason for 
selecting Mr. Wilbanks that he 
owns more land and uses more 
water than Mr. Farm er. I ques­ 
tion this kind of thinking in our 
leaders. The “ fellow with the 
most is the best** can lead to 
trouble. With Mr. Patterson as 
our representative the small 
businessmen, 
farm ers, 
and 
homeowners are in trouble. 


Since the Board of Supervi­ 
so r's knew there was more than 
one interest in the D istrict 


and since it has been plagued 
with problems, it would have 
been proper to have tabled the 
motion and taken some time to 
study, ask and check before tak­ 
ing any action on this matter! 
This lias been the action of 
p a s t Supervisor's 
Boards, 
jumping and then looking where 
they have jumped. It seems we 
still have that condition in our 
new super visors so we should 
be able to maintain our posi­ 
tion of notoriety! 
Mr. Patterson admitted the 
made little research on the mat­ 
ter and had talked to one of the 
larger land owners. This same 
land owner wrote a letter which 
was printed by tlie Daily Nev's 
and which, oddly enough, gave 
the same qualifications which 
Mr. Patterson had stated and 
also praised the action which 
the Supervisors had taken. 
In this same letter the writ­ 
ers felt that Mr. Farm er really 
was not the people's choice 
because in the last election Mr. 
Farm er received only 129 votes 
while 238 votes were cast a- 
gainst him. Here are the facts 
and they are public record. 
Mr. Homer Pine, who was elect­ 
ed and who by reason of noi*. 
attendance and operation of the 
water code under state law was 
removed from the board, creat­ 
ing the vacancy, received 143 
votes with 224 against him. Mr. 
Farm er received 129 votes with 
238 against him, While Mr. 
McDonald received 95 votes 
with 272 against him. Only 14 
votes separated Mr. Farm er 
from the winner, Mr. Pine. 
Also, when the vacancy on the 
board came about, a petition 
was circulated with many signa­ 
tures in favor of Mr. Farm er. 
In view of all this we felt that 
Mr. Farm er was the choice of 
the majority in the Irrigation 


District. 
We feel that Mr. Wilbanks is 
capable of holding this office 
also, but the only qualifications 
which these same letter w riters 
gave him were that he owned 
more land and irrigated more 
land than Mr. Farm er. Mr. 
Wilbanks has a reputation in 
this community of being a hard 
worker, and honest business­ 
man and he is a property’ owrw 
er but we still feel that how 
much a man owns should not 
decide whether he can hold a 
public office. Mr. Farm er had 
taken interest in the district 
before he ran for the office 
and had taken time for re­ 
search and to talk to the peo­ 
ple. He is also a businessman in 
the District and is just as in­ 
terested in getting a good settle­ 
ment as any of the large land­ 
owners! 
Yet, a lew special interests 
are at work in El Camino, as 
has been the case for the past 
forty years, who are under­ 
mining the work of the present 
board. These same interests 
are constantly working against 
the Board of Directors instead 
of with them! Until the time 
comes when all the people are 
willing to work together for tlie 
settlement of the bond issue, 
one interest or another will ex­ 
ploit the district for their own 
benefit, as is now being done! 
If these same interests are 
successful in pressuring the 
new director and the end re­ 
sult is a miserable settlement 
of the bond issue, I am sure 
that the majority of the people 
of El Camino will hold the 
Board of Supervisors personal­ 
ly responsible for not fulfilling 
their obligations as representa­ 
tives of all the people!

Hypnosis is now accepted as

By Lapidarists At 
Regular Meeting 
"Ishi in Two Worlds," a film 


on the last surviving member 
of the Yahi Indian tribe of nor- 
thern California, was present- 
ed to members of the Red Bluff 
Lapidarists Club at this month's 
meeting in Antelope School. 
Showing the film was Lome 
Dietrick, program chairman 
and vice-president of the club. 
As explained by the movie, Ishi, 
meaning "man" in Yahi, and his 
mother were among very few 
survivors of the Kingsley Cave 
Massacre, the final battle in a 
long line of fierce encounters 
between the Yahi and settlers 
in this area. 
Ishi, who was then a small 
child, and his mother, lived 
in caves and survived by steal- 
ing from the settlers. In 1911 
Ishi was discovered by Pro- 
fessor Waterman of the Uni- 
versity of California, according 
to the film, and the two learned 
to communicate. 
At his new home, the univer- 
sity museum, Ishi pursued his 
native talents and recorded In- 
dian songs and legends on a 
graphophone. Five years after 
coming into the white man's 
world, in 1916, Ishi died of tu- 
berculosis.

Ishi Movie Viewed 
By Lapidarists At 
Regular Meeting 
“ Ishi in Two Worlds,” a film 
on the last surviving member 
of the Yahi Indian tribe of nor­ 
thern California, was present­ 
ed to members of the Red Bluff 
Lapidarists Club at this month’s 
meeting in Antelope School. 
Showing the film was Lorne 
Dietrick, program chairman 
and vice-president of the club. 
As explained by the movie, Ishi, 
meaning “man” in Yahi, and his 
mother were among very few 
survivors of the Kingsley Cave 
Massacre, the final battle in a 
long line of fierce encounters 
between the Yahi and settlers 
in this area. 
Ishi, who was then a small 
child, and his mother, lived 
in caves and survived by steal­ 
ing from the settlers. In 1911 
Ishi was discovered by Pro­ 
fessor Waterman of the Uni­ 
versity of California, according 
to the film, and the two learned 
to communicate. 
At his new home, the univer­ 
sity museum, Ishi pursued his 
native talents and recorded In­ 
dian songs and legends on a 
graphophone. Five years after 
coming into the white man’s 
world, in 1916, Ishi died of tu­ 
berculosis.
